WE SHOULD HAVE THE RIGHT 
MOTIVE IN DISPENSING CHARITY 


VERYONE has felt the deep 

sting of the industrial depres- 
sion which has been an outstanding 
fact throughout our country for 
three years. But the ones who 
have felt it most have been those 
who have hungered because of it, 
who have been ill-clad because of 
it, who had not the wherewith to 
pay their rent, nor their fuel, nor 
their light, nor even their drinking 
water. Such people suffer even 
more mentally than they do phy- 
sically. They suffer from worry, 
from anxiety, and what is more, 
unless they be men and women of 
faith, they suffer from a sense of 
abandonment on the part of Divine 
Providence. 

The sad plight of such people 
offers a glorious opportunity to 
those who are better situated; and 
in the days of faith, the opportun- 
ity would not only be welcomed, but 
the Almighty would have been 
thanked for the. privilege afforded 
the people of bestowing charity on 
their fellowmen. 

There was no charity in pagan- 
ism. At the time of Christi, one- 
third of the human race was held 
in slavery, the cruelty of men to- 
wards their wives and their chil- 
dren was proverbial, and the needy 
were regarded as an incubus on 
society. The story of pagan cruelty 
to Christians, the cruelty of per- 
secution, of torture, of martyrdom 
is known to all the world. The 
Christian retaliation was that of 
prayer, of return of good for evil; 
and after Christianity was well es- 
tablished, it took the form of re- 
leasing women and children from 
bondage, of dividing up Christian 
possessions with the pagan poor; 
and more converts were won to 
Christianity by the steady practice 
of the charity of Christ than by 
preaching. “ how those Chris- 
tians love one another; see how 
they love even those who are not 
of the household of the faith” was 
a common pagan comment. 

While ours is called a Christian 
country, we have seen Christian 
charity converted into business 
philanthrophy. This has many ad- 
vantages, inasmuch as organized 
effort is better able to ferret out 
the more needy and provide for 
more regular relief. But it has the 
disadvantage of quenching the ar- 
dor of charity in the strict sense.

Catholies often hear it said by 
those outside the faith that one 
religion is as good as another. This 
is sometimes put: “All roads lead 
to Heaven.” One reason Why the 
Church meets with opposition is 
because she claims to be the Only 
true Church. Is one religion as 
good as anothér? Evidently those 
who founded new religions did not 
think so. If one religion were as 

ood as another there was no need 
or the establishment of the var- 
fous Protestant denominations we 
see today. Every new religious 
sect is an admission that one reli- 
gion is not as good as another. 


The existence of hundreds of 
sects among the non-Catholic 
Christians is a declaration that the 
church they left was not as good 
as the church they inaugurated. 
Nor can it be said that the reason 
for establishing new denominations 
was simply because the old was 

ersonally unsuited to those who 
eft it. e reason for establish- 
ing them was NOT because of un- 
suitability, but because the old was 
objected to, doctrinally. But, this 
is not the point. At most it shows 
that non-Catholics contradict them- 
selves when they say that one re- 
ligion is as good as another. 


In considering this question, we 
must distinguish between a creed 
and the believer in a creed. A 
creed may be wrong, but a be- 
liever in it may be very sincere. 
An example will illustrate this. One 
man may be opposed in politics to 
another without being PERSON- 
ALLY opposed to the other. A 
Democrat may assail the Republi- 
ean party and at the same time 
esteem and respect the individual 
Republican. Two men may be close 
friends and yet belong to opposite 

litical parties. In analyzing the 

ifferent religions, we consider the 

religion ONLY—not its members. 
IT IS possible to analyze, and ex- 
amine into and evaluate religious 
creeds. It is IMPOSSIBLE for men 
to analyze and pass judgment on 
the individual conscience. God 
alone sees and understands the in- 
dividual, human heart. But man 
MAY pass judgment on the truth 
or error of a proposition. 

If one religion were as good as 
another, there was no need for 


his soul. 


ber of the true religion may lead 
a bad life and lose his soul while a 
member of a false religion, living 
up to his own conscience, may save 
This does not, however, 
make the false religion ba and 
the true religion false. is gen- 


erally conceded at all events, that 


a false religion directs its adher- 
ents wrongly while the true reli- 
gion directs them aright. One re- 
ligion is not as good, therefore, as 
another; otherwise a false guide 
would be as good as a true one. 

Now-—there is only ONE religion 
that CLAIMS to be the true one 
and that is the Catholic. All other 
religions state that they have no 
FIXED _ truths. The Catholic 
Church, if right, constitutes all 
others wrong. That is one of the 
very reasons why there is opposi- 
tion to her. She is the Church that 
claims to be the truth, the: whole 
truth and nothing but the truth. 
The other Churches make ho such 
claim; they admit that the churches 
differing from” one another are, 
nevertheless, one as good as the 
other. It has been said that they 
differ only in incidentals. This is 
not so. They differ fundamentally 


Jand essentially. Now 1 think it 


will be admitted that Churches dif- 
fering so widely from one another, 
CANNOT be true hence ONE RE- 
LIGION CANNOT BE AS GOOD 
AS ANOTHER. 

To prove that the Catholic 
Church is the TRUE CHURCH, it 
is only necessary to prove that 
Christ founded a Church and that 
the Catholic Church is THE one He 
founded. It is clear that If Christ 
founded A CHURCH, it MUST be 
TRUE for God is TRUTH itself. It 
is evident also that He did estab- 
lish a Church, otherwise the var- 
ious denominations would not be 
trying to prove that they were the 
ones established by Him. I might 
talk for hours on this matter, but I 
am limited to eight minutes—but 
let me present a proof that I think 
will stand in any court, an un- 
biased one. Just this: 

The Catholic Church was the

Summary Closing to Follow Any 
Violation, the Government An- 
nounces—Catholics at Ser- 
vices Held Prisoners 
For Three Days. |

Mexico City.—Within the last 
few days three very important 
regulations affecting private ele- 
mentary schools have been made 
by Narciso Bassols, Mexican Sec- 
retary of Public Education, 
The first of these decrees that 
every primary school that is not 
complying strictly with all the pro- 
visions of Article 3 of the Consti- 
tution will be closed summarily. It 
sets December 15 as the date on 
which decisions will be rendered 
regarding all private primary 
schools that have filed petitions for 
their incorporation under the law. 
In rendering a decision, the offi- 
cials, the decree states, will take 
into consideration the studies pur- 
sued in the school during 1932 and 
the curriculum planned for 1933. 
This decree was dated October 21. 
Article 3 of the Constitution re- 
quires that primary instruction, 
whether higher or lower, given in 
private institutions as well as in 
public institutions must be secular; 
that no religious corporation, nor 
a minister of any religious creed, 


jshall establish or direct schools of 


primary instruction; and that pri- 
vate primary schools may be estab. 
lished only if subject to official 
supervision.

D., Bishop of Fort Wayne, presided 
at the Solemn Requiem Mass, gave 
the eulogy and pronounced the 
final absolution.

Priest Learning to Fly 
As Aid In Covering Vast 
Parish In Canada Wilds 


Ottawa, Can.—The Rev. Joseph 
M. Couture, S. J., pastor of a far- 
flung parish in Canada’s northland, 
shepherd of 3,000 Ojibway Indians, 
has decided to take up aviation in 
order that he may conduct more 
efficiently his scattered parish. 

Father Couture is now at Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ont., taking flying les- 
sons and being instructed in avia- 
tion mechanics. When he has be- 
come proficient, he will return to 
his parish in a Moth plane which 
Captain Roy Maxwell, director of 
Ontario flying operations, will 
select for him. In his machine, 
Father Couture will be able to cover 
his parish with great speed for he 
knows every section of the 400 
square miles from Hearst to Sioux 
Lookout, Foleyet to Nipigon and 
extending 200 miles north of the 
Albany river. 

Father Couture has been among 
the Ojibways for the past 10 years 
and has added their language to 
the other four he speaks fluently. 

Until now, Father Couture has 
kept in touch with his flock by 
canoe in the summer and dogs and 
sled in the winter.

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A’ much improved Notre Dame 
football team will journey to 
Cleveland this week to meet the 
Navy in the new Cleveland stadium 
Saturday afternoon in a game 
which will mark the fifth meeting 
of the two teams.

What. must we believe as 
“of faith” concerning the ex- 
istence of Purgatory? 

As regard Purgatory, it is 
of faith: 1. That there exists a 
Purgatory where are detained 
the souls of such as have de- 
parted this life without mor- 
tal sin, but who have yet to 
pay a certain debt of temporal 
punishment due to sin.

No Natural Explanation 


“Having converted many of these 
he (Peter) went to the pagans of 
whom the Senator Pudens, a Ro- 
man nobleman, received him into 
his house. This man, owning large 
possessions at the foot of the es- 
quilinian hill, was so touched by 
the inspired words of St. Peter 
that he renounced idolatry and 
was baptized with his mother Pris- 
cilla, and his sons Timotheus and 
Novatus, and his daughters Puden- 
tiana and Praxedis. This family 
became a family of saints, who 
divided their wealth with the poor 
and the needy pilgrims; in their 
house where a holy peace now 
reigned was constantly heard the 
praise of God. A little oratory was 
erected there for the celebration of 
the holy mysteries, and became in 
fact the first cathedral of Rome, 
as St. Peter consecrated Bishops 
there and sent them out as apostles 
into the world. 

“Here it was, where the fervent 
Christians gathered around St. 
Peter, the first visible head of the 
Church, and where St. Paul joined 
him in the apostolic ministry. 


“Here St. Pudentiana and St. 
Praxedis buried 3000 martyrs 
whose blood they preserved and 
deposited here. In this house the 
successors of St. Peter exercised 
their holy functions. Here Pius I 
(142 A. D.) celebrated the holy 
mysteries and baptized many; and 
afterwards the same Pope dedicated 
the house at the request of St. 
Praxedis as a church to which he 
appointed his own brother, St. Pas- 
tor, as officiating priest, whose 
name it bore till it was changed in- 
to ‘St. Pudentiana’s’ church. 


“The old oratory was pulled 
down in the year 1803, and a mag- 
nificent chapel was built in its 
place. On this occasion were found 
five sacred bodies with a blood- 
stained sponge. 


“On the left side of the high 
altar is the chapel and the altar 
where according to an ancient tra- 
dition St. Peter offered up the Holy 
Sacrifice. One part of the table 
that served as altar to the Apostle 
is preserved there, the other was 
transferred by Pope Sylvester to 
the Church of the Lateran.” 


“Even the noblest families 
yielded to Peter. Flavius Clemens, 
the emperor Vespasian’s brother, a 
Roman Consul, became a disciple 
of St. Peter and died under Domi- 
tian, the Emperor, the death of a 
martyr. His wife, Domitilla, was 
banished to the isle Pandataria; 
another Domitilla, a niece of the 
martyr Clement, erected on her 
villa a family vault for the Flavii, 
her relations, and not being willing 
to consent to marriage with the 
Emperor she was banished to the 
isle of Ponzia; both Domitillas were 
disciples of St. Peter; St. Petronilla 
of the’ Flavius family was also a 
convert of St. Peter. 


“The adherents of Peter daily 
increased, since the better ones 
amongst the pagans, not finding 
anywhere intellectual satisfaction, 
longed for such religious nourish- 
ment as would give them enlight- 
enment about their final destiny 
and their state after death. Idola- 
try, with its licentiousness, became 
hateful to them, and they longed 
for a model of human virtues which 
they could follow. ‘All this they 
found in the teaching of Christ and 
His followers’ good example; they 
admired the heroic faith, the 
noble sentiment, the most sublime 
self-denial, the sincere brotherly 
love, which respected even the 
poorest and most miserable slave 
as an image of God; the forgive- 
ness of all injuries on the part of 
the early Christians; their humil- 
ity, modesty and interior tranquil- 
ity of the soul, which could have its 
pir only in a good conscience. 

" ight years before his dea 
(58) St. Peter could write Prag 
Romans: ‘Your faith is known all 
over the world and your obedience 
everywhere’, 

“Also many of the Jews wee | 
converted to Christianity, which 
alarmed and enraged those of the 
Jews who remained obstinate. St. 
Peter departed from 
revolt of the Jews broke out and 
Emperor Claudus banished all 
from the city. In the 
Peter assisted 


Rome when a| ed, 


St. Peter remained for a little 
while at Jerusalem, then went to 
Antioch, and returned with Mark, 
his beloved disciple, to Rome. 


“With renewed fervor the Apos- 
tle attended to his duties, and St. 
Mark, according to the unanimous 
testimony of Christian antiquity, 
noted down the sermons and lec- 
tures of St. Peter on the life and 
the miracles of Jesus.: When the 
Christian congregation at Rome 
was in its most flourishing state, 
St. Paul, the Apostle, came to 
Rome in order to execute his long 
cherished wish to see the Roman 
Christians, to impart to them the 
spiritual treasures, whose minister 
God had made him. After his 
third missionary journey St. Paul 
was captured at Jerusalem and im- 
prisoned, from whence he was taken 
away to Caesarea to the palace of 
Felix, the Roman Counsul, and kept 
in captivity two years (58-60); 
and when the enraged Jews insist- 
ed upon his condemnation, St. Paul 
appealed to the. Emperor and was 
then conducted in chains to Rome, 
where he arrived in the spring 
(61). The Roman Christians con- 
ferred on him all honors at his 
arrival and Burrus Afranus, the 
prefect of the imperial bodyguard, 
permitted him to rent a private 
residence with the soldiers of his 
custody. 

“This permission gave him an 
opportunity to convert many, es- 
pecially the men of his guard, so 
that the Christian faith even pene- 
trated the Emperor’s palace. It was 
in this residence at Rome, where 
St. Peter paid him frequent visits. 
Here he wrote his epistles to 
the Ephesians, the Colossians, 
and Philippians, his affectionate 
letter to Philemon, a pious and re- 
spectable citizen at Colossae. 


“Two years having elapsed, and 
having converted innumerable souls 
to Christianity, he was discharged 
from prison and went to Spain, 
from thence to the Congregations 
at Ephesus and Crete, where he 
placed SS. Timothy and Titus as 
Bishops. 

“St. Peter, after the departure 
of St. Paul, continued to govern 
faithfully the Church of Rome and 
sent out his disciples into the var- 
ious provinces of Italy, France, 
Sicily, Spain and Africa, to preach 


the gospel and establish new Chris-' 


tian congregations.” 
A Miracle of Miracles 


Note that during his lifetime 
Peter and some of his Roman con- 
verts succeded in winning to the 
faith thousands of citizens of the 
imperial city. They extended the 
faith into all parts of Italy, as well 
as into France, Sicily, Spain and 
Africa. 

There is nothing which so at- 
tests to the divinity of the Church 
represented by Peter as the suc- 
cess Of himself and a few other 
poor, uncultured men against the 
opposition of the civil power, the 
national prejudices of the Roman 
towards the Jew, and the greater 
prejudices of a passionate and lewd 
people against the strict moral 
code everywhere preached by Peter 
and his companions.

“For the first time,” he said, 
“an employer organization has 
recommended to the govern- 
ments acceptance of an agree- 
ment relative to the regula- 
tion of labor. It is a matter 
of satisfaction to us that this 
was a Catholic organization. 


“At our meeting at The 
Hague, we adopted a motion 
demanding ratification, by. the 
States that are not now com- 
mitted, of international agree- 
ments concerning night work 
by women and children and 
the minimum age of the indus- 
trial worker. 


“In considering this motion, 
we affirmed our emotion at the . 
spectacle of the distressing 
consequences which the econo- 
mic crisis had wrought in the 
existence of the workers, as 
well as our concern for the ef- 
fects upon the future of the 
family and the human race 
that may result from the em- 
ployment of women and chil- 
dren in industrial labor.” 


In connection with the above, it 
is interesting to learn that German 
Catholics blame the gains made by 
the Communists in a recent Ger- 
man election upon the sad plight of 
many workers and therefore criti- 
cizes the Government for failure 
to favor social justice. This fail- 
ure, they declared, has given new 
impetus to the Communistic move- 
ment which up to this time was 
losing ground.

Yet how often do we rest content 
with a mere parrot-like repetition 
of the words of the catechism. 
“Suffer little children—”, indeed. 
As one young father facetiously 
remarked, “I was always sure 
about the ‘suffer’; but I am more 
dubious than ever about the ‘come 


>»? 


unto Me’, 


“And forbid them not”. Do we 
not, in effect, “forbid”—that is, 
repel—when we introduce a child 
to His God through a series of dry 
repetitions? The duil child becomes 
discouraged, oppressed with a con- 
tinual sense of failure; the bright 
child becomes scornful and _per- 
verse. Small wonder then that the 
Confirmation roll lags so far be- 
hind the baptismal record, 


More than that, Even if the in- 
struction has been simplified so 
that the child’s mind may grasp 
the thought, our task is not done. 
A child may truly understand that 
three times three are nine, but it 
will forever remain to him a simple 
fact—useful knowledge, but noth- 
ing to be thrilled over. Similarly, 
a child may truly understand his 
statement, “God made me to know 
Him, to love Him, and to serve 
Him in this world, and to be happy 
with Him forever in the next’. But, 
he may still view this fact as dis- 
passionately as he regards the nu- 
merical fact that three times three 
are nine. It may never stir him to 
action. As Cardinal Newman puts 
it, “No man will be a martyr for a 
conclusion. No one, I say, will die 
for his own calculations: he dies 
for realities.” 


Our children may never be called 
upon to shed their blood for Christ. 
But they will undoubtedly be called 
upon to “die” to something which 
mere flesh holds precious, And that 
means that we must work beyond 
mere calculations and conclusions, 
We must work for realities. 


Now what makes a reality of a 
rationalization? Feeling. Emotion. 
Rationalization says, “I think”; 
reality says, “I feel”. “I think” 


leaves us passive in our easy- 
chairs. “I feel” spurs mind and 
| to keep pace with the urge 
within. 

“All very well”, you say. . “But 
what can I do about feeling? How 
can I_ make an emotion?” Hear. 
Newmarragain: “The heart is com- 
sstigs Re gy ed, not through the rea- 
son, but through the imagination, 
by means of direct impressions, by 
the testimony of facts and events, 
by history, by description. Persons 
influence us, voices melt us, looks 
subdue us.” : 


Herein lies a tremendous respon- 
sibility for all parents. Every ace 
tion of ours, every word, every in- 
flection leaves its impress on the 
plastic heart of the child. Enough 
of that. We all know the Master’s 
warning for those who scandalize 
His little ones. 


But, as for the direct teaching, 
can we not enrich our “Christian 
doctrine” so that we feed bread, 
not stones? Can we not enliven 
the bread so that we feel the stir 
of the “Living Bread”? “Until 
Christ be formed,” we must remain 
in labor, 


It-is with such thoughts in mind 
that the writer has gy 2 a 
series of instructions for children 
which will appear in this paper, 
beginning next Sunday. Try going 
over these with your children. Do 
what no other teacher can do so 
well for your child—translate what 
you find: there into terms of that 
child’s life. You need not stick to 
the text. It is only suggestive and 
may not fit your child at all. But 
it is quite likely to evoke ogee: 
of some sort from the child, a 
there is your golden opportunity—4 
there is your chance to build realix 
ties. 

And, if your child should say, 
“There’s one thing I would like to 
know”, hide your smile or stifle 
your impatience, and move. heaven 
and earth to help him know that 
one thing.
